It  gives  me  pleasure  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health 
Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1952, 

During  the  month  of  March  Mr,  J,  P.  Williams  who  had  served  as  Borough  Surveyor 
and  Sanitary  Inspector  for  approximately  seventeen  ye ars;  retired,  He  was  a 
colleague  with  whom  it  was  a pleasure  to  work  and,  in  common  with  many  others,  I 
regret  his  departure.  His  successor,  Mr,  A,  D,  Morris,  came  to  Cardigan  from 
Romsey,  Hampshire,  and  by  now  he  has  made  himself  at  home  amongst  the  members  and 
officers  of  the  Council,  I take  pleasure  in  welcoming  him  to  the  Health  Department, 
In  the  first  instance  I wish  to  draw  your  attention  once  again  to  the 
discrepancy  between  the  acreage  quoted  in  successive  Annual  Reports  and  that 
published  in  the  Census  of  1931,  it  would  now  appear  that  4,928  is  the  correct 
acreage  of  the  Borough.  The  following  table  shows  the  alterations  in  the  Borough 
acreage  since  1881:

I an  glad  to  note  that  the  recomnendations  nade  to  improve  conditions  at 
the  slaughterhouse  have  all  been  carried  out,  I also  observe  a vastly  improved 
method  of  refuse  tipping  in  the  vicinity  of  the  abattoir. 

The  housing  conditions  of  many  families  within  the  Borough  are  far  below 
those  considered  desirable  at  the  present  day.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  therefore,  that 
the  Council  will  continue  to  build  houses  until  such  time  as  the  tenants  of  all 
unfit  houses  are  adequately  re-housed. 

During  the  year  a confidential  report  was  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Health 
in  response  to  Civil  Defence  enquiries  relating  to  the  Borough, 

Apart  from  an  outbreak  of  measles  the  Borough  was  almost  completely  free  from 
infectious  diseases.

Vital  Statistics  are  intended  to  be  a measure  of  the  health  of  a community 
and,  for  this  purpose,  one  must  be  able  to  make  valid  comparisons  as  between  one 
part  of  the  United  Kingdom  and  another*  To  enable  these  comparisons  to  be  carried 
out,  the  Registrar  General  calculates  areal  comparability  factors.  If,  for  example, 
one  wished  to  find  whether  Bournemouth  was  a healthier  place  than  the  new  town 
envisaged  at  Stevenage,  one  of  the  factors  which  would  assist  in  reax&ing  a 
conclusion  would  be  the  death  rates  in  the  two  places* 


The  death  rate,  in  its  crude 
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form,  is  the  number  of  registered  deaths  per  1,000  of  the  population.  On  this  basis, 
Bournemouth  would  have  an  exceptionally  high  death  rate  as  the  number  of  persons  who 
retire  and  come  to  live  in  the  town  is  very  considerable.  The  death  rate  of  the  new 
town  of  Stevenage  would  be  remarkably  low  as  its  inhabitants  would  be  mostly  young 
persons  who  are  not  likely  to  die  for  thirty  or  more  years.  To  overcome  these 
anomalies,  the  Registrar  General  has  calculated  the  proportion  of  persons  in  the  various 
age  groups  in  the  United  Kingdom  as  a whole.  The  degree  by  which  the  age  group 
composition  of  any  town  differs  from  the  national  average  is  adjusted  by  applying  the 
appropriate  areal  comparability  factor.  Thus,  if  Cardigan  had  an  age-group 
compos lxion  identical  with  that  of  England  and  Wales  as  a whole,  the  number  of  deaths 
likely  to  have  occurred  in  the  Borough  would  only  bo  87%  of  the  actual  numbers 
observed. 

In  this  connection  it  is  not  without  interest  to  compare  the  age-group  composition 

of  the  population  in  the  nine  district  council  areas  of  Cardiganshire.  From  the 

ensuing  table  it  will  be  noted  that  Aberayron  Urban  District  has  the  greatest 

proportion  of  elderly  persons  and  Cardigan  Borough,  the  least.

National  Assistance  Act 

No  action  was  required  to  be  taken  under  Section  47  of  the  above  Act  which 

relates  to  persons  who  are  unable  to  obvote  to  themselves  and  are  not  receiving 

from  others,  proper  care  and  attention. 

.General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area 

(a)  No  ante-natal  or  post-natal  clinic  is  held  in  the  area.  Expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  receive  medical  advice  from  their  own  doctors. 

(b)  An  infant  welfare  clinic  is  held  fortnightly  at  the  hospital. 

(c)  The  domiciliary  midwifery  service  is  carried  out  by  the  district  nurses  who 
are  also  State  Begistered  Nurses. 

(d)  A health  visitor  is  stationed  in  the  town. 

(e)  Home  nursing  is  in  the  hands  of  the  two  district  nurses  resident  in  the 
borough. 

(f)  Vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  person’s  own  medical  attendant  but  immunisation 
against  diphtheria  is  performed  partly  by  the  former  and  partly  by  kb  dical 
officers  of  tho  local  health  authority. 

(g)  An  ambulance  which  is  used  for  general  and  accident  work  is  stationed  at 
Cardigan  hospital.  Fever  cases  are  usually  removed  by  an  ambulance  ear-marked 
for  infectious  diseases  and  stationed  at  Aberystwyth. 

(h)  Arrangements  for  the  prevention  of  illness  consist  in  periodic  talks  and 
advice  given  try  the  staff  of  the  local  health  authority. 

Care  and  after-care  is  in  the  hands  of  the  health  visitor  and  the  district 
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nurse.  Tuberculosis  cases  are  also  followed  up  by  the  Chest  Physician* s 
health  visitor. 

(i)  Domestic  help  is  provided  by  suitable  persons  engaged  locally. 

(j)  There  is  a snail  general  and  maternity  hospital  at  Cardigan.  The  principal 
hospital  in  the  county  and  the  infectious  diseases*  hospital  are  situated 

at  Aberystwyth.  The  large  general  hospital  at  Carmarthen  also  serves  the 
area.  Area  public  health  laboratories  of  the  Modical  Research  Council  exist 
at  Aberystwyth  and  Carmarthen.  There  are  blood  banks  at  both  of  these  centres. 

CONCLUSION 

Prom  the  above-mentioned  facts  it  may  be  inferred  that  the  health  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Borough  of  Cardigan  continues  to  be  good.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  BOROUGH 

(1)  Water 

The  Borough  is  supplied  with  a piped  supply  from  springs  at  'Bryn  Pedr»  and 
Crugefa  . Routino  bacteriological  examinations  indicate  that  the  water  has  beon 
uniformly  wholesome  in  quality,  while  the  supply  has  remained  " constant'*  • 

There  remains  a number  of  dwellings  who  obtained  their  supply  from  shallow  wells 
wnicn  are  liable  to  contamination  also  a number  of  farm  dwellings  without  a suitable 
piped  supply.  During  the  year  a piped  supply  was  provided  to  serve  a number  of 
cottages  at  the  "Netpool"  while  schemes  to  provide  water  to  outlying  part3  of  the 
Borough  we re  prepared. 

Laek  of  pressure  was  experienced  by  properties  in  the  higher  levels  of  the 
Borough  but  proposals  were  approved  to  increase  the  size  of  the  service  mains. 

(2)  Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Surcharging  of  the  sewers  in  the  ' Grangotown'  area  has  been  eliminated  by 
; extending  tho  15"  sewor  from  Foidrfair  - along  North  Road  to  a point  where  the 
Grangotown  and  Gwbert  Read  sowers  formerly  discharged  into  one  9"  sower. 

Existing. sowers  were  efficiently  maintained  -•  and  a number  of  improvements,  viz. 
the  construction  of  additional  manholes  were  carried  out.  A few  lengths  of  box 
sowers  still  require  to  be  piped. 

(3)  Pollution  of  Rivers  etc. 

It  has  not  beon  found  necessary  to  take  action  with  regard  to  tho  pollution  of 
rivers  or  streams  in  tho  area  as  thero  aro  no  offensive  trades  in  existence. 

Gross  pollution  of  streams  from  unauthorised  disposal  of  garden  refuse,  waste 
voge table  matter  and  scrap  metal  of  all  description  continues  however  and  tho 
institution  of  legal  action  appears  to  bo  the  only  deterent. 

(4)  Closet  Accommodation 

A nunbor  of  conversions  to  water  carriage  system  were  carried  out  during  the 
year.  Only  a few  dwellings  now  remain  on  tho  conservancy  system. 

( 5)  Public  Cleansing 

The  service  is  covered  by  Direct  Labour  over  the  whole  of  tho  Borough  and 
mechanical  transport  is  used.  Collection  is  made  twico  weekly  in  all  tho  built-up 
areas  and  onco  a fortnight  in  the  outlying  areas.  This  arrangement  is  satisfactory 
and  tho  work  well  organized.  Despite  the  regular  collection,  persons  persist  in 
depositing  refuse  on  the  sides  of  streets  and  on  open  spaces.

The  Port  Sanitary  Medical  Officer  has  no  Isolation  Hospital  into  which 
to  place  a case  of  infectious  disease  should  such  occur  among  the  crew  of  an 
incoming  vessel.  The  nearest  Isolation  Hospital  is  Pembroke  Dock  or  Aberystwyth,
